A baby girl dressed in yellow 
brought President Roosevelt close 
to the hearts of r>000 Santa Ana 
residents late yesterday when the 
President's train stopped at the 
Santa Fe depot just before dark. 
She was Maralee Hostetler, 16- 
months-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. L. M. Hostetler, 1321 Orange 
avenue. 

When the President's train 
stopped, the eager crowd closed 
in behind the executive's car. 
President Roosevelt and Mrs 
Roosevelt appeared, smiling. A 
cheer went up. After a moment 
Mr. Roosevelt spied Maralee in 
her mother’s arms. 

Both Shake Babe's Hands 
"Oh, let’s have her come up and 
shake hands!" the President said 
to the First Lady. 

Little Maralee was handed up to 
the observation platform. The 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt took 
her tiny fingers in theirs Mrs. 
Hostetler, who had waited in the 
crowd with her baby from 3:45 
p. m. to nearly 6 p. m., smiled 
her happiness. When her baby 
was returned to her and the train 
drew away from 'he station, the 
onlookers almost forgot that they 
had just seen a President. They 
were suddenly interested in the 
baby that had shaken hi;: hand. 

"is Maralee a Democrat?" some¬ 
one asked Mrs Hostetler. 

What! McKinley! 

"Her grandmother is a McKin¬ 
ley," rejoined the mother and the 
listeners smiled as they recalled 
that the late President McKin¬

Four truckloads of Mexican 
orange pickers were stopped here 
and in El Modena early today and 
the pickers were sent home by 
strikers, according to Lucas Lucio, 
local representative for the Mexi¬ 
can consul at Los Angeles. 

Mr. Lucio said that the strikers 
were men who had been working 
for the Tustin Hills Citrus associa¬ 
tion. He reported that they are 
demanding seven cents per box for 
picking fruit, instead if 'be five 
and ne-half cents th-v h *e been 
getting. 

Officials of the Tustin Hills as¬ 
sociation said today that all their 
picking crews are working, but 
that approximately 25 or 30 men 
from the various gangs failed to 
show up today. 

Mr. Lucio said that the cause of 
complaint is that the pickers are 
now going over the trees for the 
third time and that at their pre¬ 
vailing rate of pay they cannot 
make enough money in the scat- 
! tered fruit to support their 
families. 

There was no violence this 
morning when two trucks were 
stopped at Fourth and Artesia 
streets and two in El Modena, 
said Mr. Lucio. The pickers went 
home, he said. Last night, he 
1 reported, a meeting was held at 
Fourth and Artesia streets, at 
which 50 or 60 pickers decided 
to urge a general pickers’ strike. 
Mr. Lucio also reported that he 
had taken a petition to officials

! ing the requests of the workers 
for more pay.

He reiterated his conviction in 
the principles of the dead NRA 
for fair trade practices and labor 
standards and said "these princi¬ 
ples still live and means for their 
application I trust can be found." 

As the “burdens of the de¬ 
pression lift,” he assured, “the 
federal government can and will 
greatly divest Itself of Its em¬ 
ergency responsibility but, at 
the same time, it can not Ig¬ 
nore the Imperfections of the 
old order.” 

Outlining the course he had 
pursued to fight the depression, 
the President asserted it was done 
"not through an increase in the 
burden of taxation upon the av¬ 
erage citizen, but by adding to 
the public debt, frankly and hon¬ 
estly." 

Speaking of recovery he recited 
these figures: 

"From March, 1933, through 
June, 1935, the following gains 
have been recorded in the indus¬ 
trial and business life of Ameri¬ 
ca. Industrial production in¬ 
creased 45 per cent; factory em¬ 
ployment 35 per cent; rural gen¬ 
eral store sales 104 per cent; au¬ 
tomobile sales 157 per cent; life 
insurance written 41 per cent; 
electrical power production 18 per 
cent—this last being, incidentally, 
a higher mark than in any other 
time in our history."

j REPORTED IN PARIS 

PARIS. Oct. 2. iA*)—The Addis

paper Paris Soir reported today

! out in the Mussa Ali region of 
Ethiopia. He reported there had 
been casualties. 

(Previous reports from Addis 
Ababa said there were no Ethio¬ 
pian troops in the Mussa Ali vi¬ 
cinity.) 

The newspaper said three ad¬ 
vancing columns of Italians, num¬ 
bering 25.000 men, battled with ir¬ 
regular Danakil tribal warriors, 
but that they had not yet engaged 
Ethiopian regulars. 

SELASSIE SENDS PROTE8T 
TO LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
By JAMES A. MILLS 

ADDIS ABABA. Oct. 2, UP> — 
Emperor Haile Selassie today pro¬ 
tested to the League of Nations 
against an alleged invasion of 
Ethiopia by Italian forces. 

The note of protest, prepared by 
his advisers — Including Everett 
Colson, American — resulted from 
government reports through 
French sources that the Italians 
had penetrated from Eritrea Into 
a triangular portion of Ethiopia at 
Mount Mussa Ali. 

The Italians were said to have 
moved in about 50,000 native Eri¬ 
trean troops and fleets of motor 
trucks, tanks and airplanes. 

There are no Ethiopian troops in 
the desolate region and, conse¬ 
quently, it was said the Italians 
had been able to construct air 
dromes, munitions depots, and bar¬ 
racks without opposition. 

Meanwhile, In preparation for 
the official mobilization order to 
mowow, great armies headed by 
provincial chiefs were reported to¬ 
night heading for the Italian col¬ 
onial front. 

The emperor’s note read: 

“We call to the attention of the 
League of Nations that Italy has 
prepared a base of attack of great 
size in the region south of Mount 
Mussa Ali. The nearness of this 
region to the sea and its facility of 
access through Somali would al¬ 
low the council (of the league) 
either to send observers or to ob¬ 
tain confirmation from the French 
government in Somaliland that 
this is a violation of the Ethiopian 
territory." 

In Geneva, an authoritative 
source disclosed tonight that 
League of Nations officials were 
considering asking the French 
government to dispatch an air¬ 
plane to Mussa Ali to determine 
whether Italian troops had ytu- 
ally crossed the Ethiopian ?ron 
tier.

When Mrs. Roosevelt took the 
gift, she turned to Mr. Roosevelt 
and showed It to him. He chuckled 
his appreciation. 

When the President came out to 
the observation platform, with his 
arm linked in that of Gus Gunner- 
ich, his personal body guard, he 
was wearing a light gray business 
suit. His tie was lavender. He 
wore no hat. His broad smile 
looked just like it does in news 
pictures V on the screen. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was dressed in 
a wine colored dress of brocaded 
material. She wore a large rhine¬ 
stone clip at her left shoulder. 
She also was bare headed and 
smiling. 

The Presidential train was 
scheduled to arrive at 4:50 p. m.. 
but did not pull Into the station 
until 5:41 p. m. By that time the 
crowd had grown to such propor¬ 
tions that it filled all the area in 
the vicinity of the station. Its 
size was estimated at 5000 to 
8000. Small boys clung to tele¬ 
phone poles, the depot roof, the 
tops of signboards and all other 


elevated spots that could be 
found. 

'Twas the Pilot Train 

Finally the green —maphore 
signal light down the track 
turned orange. A lusty cheer 
swelled through the crowd In the 
distance a train whistled. Offi¬ 
cers began pleading with the peo¬ 
ple to stand back from the rails. 
Slowly the train pulled into the 
station, and slowly went on by. 
It was a pilot train to clear the 
way for the Presidential special. 

A few moments later the signal 
light changed to orange again, 
then to red. The Roosevelt train 
edged its way through the crowd. 
Another cheer filled the air. As 
the last car of the long train slid 
past, the waiting multitudes 
surged in behind it. Again offi¬ 
cers and plain clothes men strug¬ 
gled with the advancing people to 
keep them from crushing against 
the back of the car. 

Then the President came out. 
The crowd was stilled. The mill¬ 
ing bodies were quiet. President 
Roosevelt smiled and greeted the 
crowd. He walked with his cane 
from one side of the platform to 
the other. Someone cried 
“Speech!", but the President did 
not make a speech. No provision 
for loud speakers had been made. 
The pause and the dead silence 
was awkward. A moment later 
the President saw little Maralee. 
After that there was no thought 
of a speech. The little girl had 
stolen the show. 

Then, slowly, the train began to 
move away. The crowd suddenly 
realized that darkness was falling. 
They waited a moment, and then 
dispersed. They had seen the 
President. 

The train was at the Santa Fe 
staTTon exactly five minutes, from 
5:41 to 5:46 p. m. It was on Its 
way to San Diego, where President 
Roosevelt and Mrs. Roosevelt to¬ 
day were to view the exposition. 
The Santa Ana stop was the only 
one between Los Angeles and San 
Diego. Later the President was to 
board the cruiser Houston and 
view the fleet in action off San 
Clemente Island. Tomorrow the 
presidential party is to return to 
Washington, D. C., on the Hous¬ 
ton. by way of the Panama canal.

rLACENTIA.— Members of the 
Placentia chamber of commerce 
heard both sides of the proposed 
county flood control and water 
conservation program at a meet¬ 
ing yesterday, with W. C. Mauer- 
han. water district director, and 
C. Roy Browning, engineer for the 
James Irvine interests, speaking. 
No action was taken by the cham¬ 
ber. 

Mr. Mauerhan told of his long 
residence in the county and of 
floods and damage which he has 
seen. He said that speakers have 
declared that dams proposed for 
the county will not hold in the 
case of severe storms, while in 
reality the proposed Prado dam 
would be built to handle two and 
one-half times the volume of the 
1916 flood. 

He attacked a plan proposed as 
a substitute for the program, in 
which water from the Mojave 
river would be brought to the 
county. He said that the plan was 
a “smoke screen” and would be 
much too expensive. 

"Not a drop of water has en¬ 
tered Orange county from San 
Bernardino county since the day 
after the Montrose flood,” he said, 
"until the recent cloudburst.” He 
added that the county has not 
been getting its share of water 
from upper counties and that court 
action will be instituted to obtain 
more in the future. 

Mr. Browning explained a plan 
to bring water from the Mojave 
river, which includes utilization of 
the Lake Arrowhead dam and pur¬ 
chase of land on the river. 

The engineer labeled the county 
board of supervisors a “board of 
misinformation,” and said that 
they were soliciting partisan votes 
by signs at flood control head¬ 
quarters. 

Following the talks, members of 
the chamber asked questions of 
both speakers. H. H. Hale pre¬ 
sided at the meeting.

"Organized real estate agents,

Processing taxes and benefit 
payments to farmers are going to 
decrease, Chester Gray, national 
legislative representative for the 
American Farm Bureau Federa¬ 
tion, told a farm bureau audi¬ 
ence at the Frances Willard 
school yesterday afternoon 

Mr. Gray, who came here to ex¬ 
plain recent amendments to the 
Agricultural Adjustment act, did 
not shock his listeners, however, 
for he explained that as market 
prices approach their former 
levels, or parity, the farmer will 
get larger returns. Thus process¬ 
ing taxes and benefit payments 
will not have to be 30 large as at 
present in order to give the farm¬ 
er adequate returns. 

Tariff Fundamental 
The protective tariff principle 
is fundamental in a successful ad¬ 
justment program such as is car¬ 
ried on under the present AAA, 

Mr. Gray said. 

“We can't have well-handled 
adjustment of our own market 
when it Is harassed by competi¬ 
tion from low priced foreign 
goods,” he said. 

The speaker recalled that when 
the original AAA was passed in 
1633, its fundamental principle 
was reduction of production to 
stimulate prices. Now, however, 
the basic principle is adjustment 
rather than reduction, he said. 

To Be Permanent 
Furthermore the AAA is des¬ 
tined to become permanent legis¬ 
lation, he said. The original 1933 
act was changed in 1935 to match 
new conditions, and in the future 
other changes undoubtedly wdll be 
made as other economic changes 
develop, he predicted. 

Benefit payments under the 
AAA do not constitute subsidies, 
said Mr Gray, explaining that 
these payments- are financed by 
the processing taxes. Thus these 
taxes are necessary in order to 

avoid subsidy, he said. j The brief Arizona marriage

Plan Living Room First

room. Then draw a diagram of 
the room, to the same scale, show¬ 
ing the doors, windows, fireplace, 
etc. Arrange the cardboards in 
this space until the desired result 
is obtained. This is much easier 
than moving the furniture.

One In January 

In 1857. on Jan. 9. the fact is 
recorded that at 8:30 a. m. a quake 
sent people hurrying into the 
streets. Much damage was done, 
trees were uprooted and tumbled 
down hillsides with terrified cattle 
tumbling after them. 

In 1875, Mr. Newmark writes: 
"On the morning of March 26, Los 
Angeles was visited by an earth¬ 
quake of sufficient force to throw 
people out of bed, men, women and 
children seeking safety by running 
out in their night clothes. A day 
or two after, excited riders came 
from the Owens River Valley with 
reports that showed the quake to 
have been the worst, so far as loss 
of life is concerned, since the mem¬ 
orable catastrophe.” 

In 1899. on v Christmas morning, 
at 4:30 o'clock, a terrific quake 
ro< ked San Jacinto, wrecking the 
buildings in the town and killing 
six Indians.

The date was Friday. July 28, 
1769, and after describing the riv¬ 
er hank where the cavaiaeade 
pitched camp. Father Crespi says: 
”1 called this place the sweet 
name Jesus de los Temblores, be¬ 
cause we experienced here a hor- 
rifying earthquake which was re¬ 
peated four times during the day. 
This river is known to the sol¬ 
diers as the Santa Ana." 

This particular ramp was near 
Olive and thus is described Or¬ 
ange county’s first earthquake. 

The great stone church at San 
Juan Capistrano was wrecked by 
an earthquake on the morning of 
Dec. 8, 1812, when 34 Indian neo¬ 
phytes were killed while attend¬ 
ing early mass. 

William Heath Davis, in his 
"Seventy-five Years in Califor¬ 
nia," describes an earthquake that 
rocked northern California in 
June, 1938, wrecking buildings in 
Monterey and in what is now San 
Francisco.

WHO PAYS AND WHY 

T HERE are two things which no voter should forget in 
deciding how he will vote on the water bonds Friday. 
One is the identity of the opposition forces. The other is 
the reason for the opposition. 

An organization of interests opposed to the Prado 
dam flood control and water conservation program has 
been set up and is apparently being financed by the same 
persons who opposed the Prado dam when it was first 
proposed. They have not seen fit to disclose their 
identity, but they call themselves the Associated Water 
Users of Orange County. 

A. F. LeGaye, one-time councilman and “front” man 
for the straw-man organization known as the Taxpayers’ 
League, is named as manager. Mr. LeGaye has all the 
water he needs to drink and the interests behind him 
apparently have all the irrigation water they need for 
their extensive holdings. Hence, they oppose any and all 
water bonds. They are offering plans they know cannot 
be followed, merely in the hope of confusing the voter. 

Mr. LeGaye’s connection easily is accounted for. Dis¬ 
credited as a former councilman and leader of confusion, 
he was selected for this job because it looked like an easy 
comeback for him. If the bonds are defeated, Mr. LeGaye 
will be credited with an accomplishment. He will then 
be in a position to oppose Supervisor W. C. Jerome next 
time there is a county election. The man who picked 
Mr. LeGaye does not like Mr. Jerome, and his dislike was 
intensified recently because Mr. Jerome made him apol¬ 
ogize for an erroneous statement about county taxes. 

Then there is James Irvine, one of the state’s richest 
men whose holdings are legion in Orange county. Mr. 
Irvine has kept very quiet during the bond campaign. In 
a statement issued after he had defeated the water bonds 
the last time they were voted on, he said he would favor 
a dam built at the upper Prado site. The same men who 
worked for Mr. Irvine for the defeat of the last bonds are 
opposing the issue this time. 

C. Roy Browning, Mr. Irvine’s engineer, has spoken 
in opposition to the bonds on several occasions. He said 
he was representing himself, not the Irvine company. Mr. 
Irvine is a very shrewd man and one whose ability is not 
doubted. In spite of his great wealth and influence, he 
has many friends in Orange county, and ordinarily he 
fights straight from the shoulder. We think it is his duty 
in this instance to make his position known. Many think 
he is furnishing most of the money to defeat the under¬ 
taking because it would be so expensive to him as an indi¬ 
vidual. He should, in justice to himself and his friends, 
say what he is doing so he will not be misjudged.
